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LACK OF OCEAN OCARRIEBS. 

The shipping which has been destroyed, interned 
or taken over for the exclusive transport of troops 
and military supplies is computed at a total of 
5,000,000 tons. 

Now, much of this was euaploves in the Amert- 
can trade, and to take its place American vessel 
interests have up to date transferred to our flag 
101 ships of foreign registry, with a total ton- 
nage of 361,600, much of it tonnage that would 
still have operated had it continued under its 
former flag. For every 13 tons of shipping of 
whose use the world is deprived by reason of the 
war, private enterprise in the United States has 
supplied one ton to sail the seas with all the 
privileges of neutral shipping. : 

The Government cannot raise merchant ships 
that have been sunk, but it can restore to the uses 
of commerce a great tonnage jn interned ships 
which find it too perilous to sail the high seas 
under their own flags. Shall these vessels be put 
to work under the ship purchase bill, which will 
enable them to carry our products to market and 
bring back to us at cheap rates the things we 
need? 

Or shall they be left to lie idle and rusting at 
their piers?

When the main body of 
the Mormons moved west to Utah under Brigham 
Young’s leadership, the second Joseph Smith, son 
of the founder, repudiating Young’s cardinal 
doctrine of polygamy, seceded with a fraction of 
the membership and established the Reorganized 
Church of Latter Day Saints at Independence, 
Mo. The death of this Joseph Smith, a few 
days ago, revives interest in the vivid patch which 
the Mormon movement placed upon the scroll of 
Western history. His son, Frederick Smith, will 
succeed him.

His son, Joseph Smith III, is in training for the 
prophet’s mantle.

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NO FILIBUSTERING ON PAREWAY. 

The parkway became the object of official ef- 
fort almost immediately after the new charter 
became operative on Aug. 29. The last city 
hall hurdle, approved by the upper house of 
the Municipal Assembly, was surmounted on 
Dec. 18. 

As was hoped, it has become the first con- 
spicuous object lesson on the possibilities of 
direct, speedy action under the new municipal 
powers conferred on the people. Are certain 
other general powers conferred in recent years 
to be put to unworthy uses in further hindering 
the improvement? 

No doubt can be felt that the Municipal As 
sembly’s action represents the judgment and 
desires of a formidable majority of St. Louisans. 
But a minority of the people with the enlarged 
responsibility for public policies with which they 
are now invested have the means of subjecting 
the project to a period of further delay and ob- 
struction. Such a use of the direct legislation 
devices would be akin-to the use which filibuster- 
ing minorities make of their prerogatives in 
legislative bodies. Small hope could exist of de 
feating the project. The motive would be the 
ili natured one of causing the maximum of post- 
ponement ‘and inconvenience. 

A step so disappointing would be out of har 
mony with the new spirit of St. Louis. The new 
powers of direct legislation are brought into dis- 
repute when they are employed so manifestly for 
an obstruction that can hardly be more than 
dilatory at best. The aim should be to complete 
the necessary legal preliminaries and begin work 
on the changes the earliest possible moment. 
The employment which this will furnish for St. 
Louis labor should not be delayed by a single 
unnecessary day.

Nevertheless, 
the country at large has felt that we ought not to do 
anything much in that line until Europe indicated her 
own intentions, and the Colonel and Congressman were 
no more than stirring up one another. Now that Eu- 
rope has indicated her intentions, | imagine we shall 
do whatever is necessary. 
and our army will be enlarged and improved to the 
point of prudence. That anyone is to blame but our- 
selves, | very much doubt.

LET US BE CAUTIOUS. 

New York Herald: Colonel Goethals, Gover- 
nor of the canal zone, has continued making his 
demand for destroyers with such insistence that 
possibly a couple of that type of war vessels will 
be dispatched to the canal to help him preserve 
neutrality. 

However, the State and Navy Departments may 
be acting hastily in thus acceding to Col. Goethals’ 
requests. He is a rash youth, perchance, and it 
might be better to select a seasoned and con- 
gervative master mariner from Smug Harbor, put 
him in command of the Piffle and send him to the 
isthmus to use his discretion, 


GOETHALS NEEDS SHIPS. 

_ ‘Washingten Times: Colonel Goethals needs 
. two fast patrol vessels and has asked for them. He 
has not suggested that he wanted to make war on 
- ny foreign Power. There is no reason to suspect 
that he wants to attempt it. The most casual 
familiarity with the work of the revenue cutter 
service must suggest a myriad of ways in which 
the Governor of the zone could use fast patrol 
vessels, especially at a time when the navies of 
two or three nations are making the canal more or 
less a Maneuvering center. It is of the greatest 
importance that neutrality shall be maintained rig- 
orously in such a vitally significaut section of the 
globe.

USE FORCE IF NECESSARY.

The only 
way in which it can keep out of difficulty is to 
treat all belligerents exactly alike. It should give 
them all the use of the canal on equal terms, and 
it should deny to any one of them any advantage 
over any other.

There is no reason to doubt that the 
declaration will be made good. 


SOVEREIGNTY THREATENED, 


Washington Times: News reports from the 
zone indicate, however, that there are going to be 
some embarrassments in managing the canal, be- 
cause of the division of f authority and sovereignty. 
Panama is a sovereign ‘state, and it is stated that 
already complaints have been made to the British 
Minister to Panama, concerning British violations 
of canal regulations. Thus Panama comes in as 
an intermediary between the United States, which 
owns the canal, and the people who use it. Sooner 
o1 later this condition will become impossible. 
Panama has a rather ill-defined and nominal con- 
cern as a sovereign; but it is the United States 
that must emplace big guns and provide naval 
force to protect the great work. Col. Goethals’ 
demang for some destroyers to do scout work in 
the effort to enforce neutrality regulations does 
not by any means indicate that embarrassing 
complications with any of the warring countries 
are in sight; but it does suggest that this coun- 
try needs to be strict and insistent in exercising 
its authority.

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| “Safety First” on Mexican Border 1 


' THE DEADLY “STRAY” BULLET. 


St. Joseph News Press: Since the beginning 
ot the siege cf Naco, Sonora, a total of 52 persons 
have been killed on the American side by “stray” 


bullets fired across the border. This is a larger 
casualty list than attended several of the prin- 
cipal battles of the Spanish-American ‘War, when 
the only bullets that strayed were those which 
feiled to find a °human mark. 

The Mexican commanders do not show the prop- 
er spirit in this matter of repeated “accidents.” 
There is a shiftiness in their conduct which is 
hardly consistent with good faith, and Carranza 
even goes so far as to place a part of the biame 
on the victims of the mishaps, charging them with 
a kind of contributory negligence, or “imprudent 
curiosity,’ as he terms it. Evidently it is his 
impression that Americans should take to their cy- 
clone cellars while Mexicans are fighting. But the 
woman who was shot in the back yesterday by 
a bullet which pierced the wall of her house could 
hardly be accused of ‘imprudent curiosity.” 


A SPANKING NEEDED. 

Atlanta Constitution: One of the most per- 
plexing and eggravating phases of the perennial 
Mexican problem is revived by the action of 
Mexican factions in firing across the border and 


wounding American soldiers and civilians. The 
President has sent more troops to Arizona, and 
it is intimated that he is becoming thoroughly 
exasperated with the recurrence of these border 
affairs. . 

He well may be. At times it is borne in on the 
American citizen of normal disposition that our 
attitude of patience toward our Mexican brethren 
is being misconstrued. We lose men and money 
in their cause and in place of gratitude at for- 
bearance they seem to feel immunity to repeat 
the offense. 

The remedy in the present instance appears to 
be a sound spanking. Notice has already been 
served upon the perpetual factions to do their 
fighting elsewhere than in close proximity to the 
frontier. They owe that much at least to the 
extraordinary courtesy and self-control of the 
United States. If the warning is not heeded,

51 CASUALTIES IN NACO. 


New York Tribune: Only fifty-one persons 
in Naco, Ariz., have been struck by bullets flying 
across the Mexican border. Some of those hit 
have been United States soldiers, some residents 
of the Arizona village which lies, by no fault 
of its own, in the Hill-Maytorena fire zone. Only 
51—which must be about the total of the casual- 
ties of the two Constitutionalist factions fighting 
on the other side of the boundary. 

What is the limit of American killed and wound- 
ed which must be reached before Mr. Bryan and 
President Wilson think it worth while to inter- 
fere? We are told that a diplomatic representa- 
tive of the administration got Acting President 
iutierrez out of a sickbed and induced him to sign 
an order directing the cessation of firing across 
the border. But firmg hasn’t ceased yet. The 
Maytorena and Hill forees do not seem to attach 
much importance to anything which a provisional 
President in Mexico City may say, nowadays.

Unless Carranza is playing politics in the mat- 
ter, it is doubtful if he can appreciate the mean- 
ing of the term “friendly.”” Had it not been for 
the kindly offices and influence of the United 
States, actively expressed, Carranza would never 
have reached Mexico City, never have had his 
opportunity there, which he fumbled, and never 
have had Vera Cruz upon which to fall back. 


It would be interesting to really understand the 
Mexican viewpoint in this matter. Is it the con- 
ception of the various factions that the people 
of the border towns shall quietly be shot at, 
wounded and killed, while irresponsible bands 
squabble out their differences? They have the 
whole of Mexico in which to contend. And yet, 
for the sake of a little strategic advantage of a 
conjectural nature, the man who assumedly con- 
trols a large body of the Mexicans is willing to 
forget the almost unprecedented role played by 
this country, its expenditures of lives and mil- 
lions.

A LITTLE OBJECT LESSON. 

New York Herald: Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia proposes that the United States Govern- 
ment prohibit the sale by American manufactur- 
ers of munitions of war to any belligerent nation. 
Of course, if we were to adopt such a policy we 
would hope to see our example followed by other 
nations—and certainly we could not object to their 
doing so. 

Suppose, just by way of illustration (name de- 
leted by censor) armies were to take possession of 
California and other Pacific coast states, as might 
easily be done if the American fleet had been 
disposed of. With (deleted by censor) in con- 
trol of the passes commanding all approaches to 
the coast states, how long does Mr. Works think 
it would take to prepare and equip an army on 
this side of the Rockies sufficiently strong to have 
a fighting chance of dislodging them—say an army 
of 250,000 soldiers of all arms—if the equipment 
of such an army were entirely dependent upon the 
output of American factories? 

Some army officers who have studied this as 
a “problem” have placed the minimum time at one 
year and a half. Others believe it would take 
considerably longer. 

Would Mr. Works and his constituents enjoy 
such an experience in “watchful waiting’? 


AMERICA AS PEACEMAKER. 
Indianapolis News: The Cologne Gazette says 
that the possibility of this country playing an 
important part in the conclusion .of peace is not 
acceptable to Germany, that our “peace movement 
is not inspired by Germany,” and is of doubtful 
service to that land. “Germans must look at the 
fact that America can not be an arbitrator be- 
tween England and Germany.” Seeing that we 
uave not offered to be such arbitrator this seems 
to be premature. The Gazette gives its reason 
that our “neutrality is indifferent and on the 
whole has been favorable to Great Britain.” Just 
a day or two ago an English newspaper declarei 
that our neutrality was hostile to Great Britain. 
Passion is yet so heated that neither combatant 
recognizes anyone as absolutely fair as between 
them. All that America has done is to range her- 
self on the side of peace and keep neutral among 
all the warring Powers. When the time comes 
they can select Switzerland, Denmark or Scandi- 
navian countries to hold the balance for the 
award. It is not a duty that we crave, for we well 


} know that any country that occupies that delicate 


position will be abused and perhaps incur the last- 
ing enmity of any Powers that do not get just 
what they want. 

The Cologne Gazett; explains that it cherishes 
no feeling of enmity against America because it 
is “friendly to Great Britain,” saying that “Great 
Britain is America’s motherland and that it is 
natural,” but that for this very reason it fears 
prejudice, and “we must in a friendly but firm 
manner reject America as an arbitrator.” 

It would be well to have waited until we had 
made such an offer. 


LOADING STREET CARS. 

Washington Times: Out in Detroit, where they 
are always willing to try a new idea. with a prom- 
ise of good results, the street car managers have 
placed fare collectors on a number of important 
traffic corners, to collect fares before passengers 
board the cars. The scheme is so managed that 
the passengers make change and pay in advance; 
when their car stops they are able to climb aboard 
at both ends, and to avoid the exasperating de- 
lays of the P. A. Y. E. operation. 

The scheme is said to have given much satis- 
faction, making it possible to fill the cars in 
much less time, and thus improve service as well 
as the comfort of travelers.

gram. The uncertainty was brief. A 
dozen measures—and there was no doubt 
“that Kreisler Was the ‘reisler of old. 

“The auditorium re-echoed with hand- 

clapping after the sonata, but there was 
more enthusiasm, if possible, at the con- 
clusion of the Tartini G minor sonata, 
familiarly known as “The Devil's Trill.” 
The musician earned the plaudits, for 
in each of these exacting works his 
tone, technique and interpretative re- 
- gources were irreproachable. Stimulated 
by his reception, Kreisler outdid himself 
in the Bach chaconne. He made this 
classic pulsate with every desired qual- 
ity, and interesting to others than the 
musically erudite. In phrasing, in me- 
chanical execution of the difficult 
“double-stopped” passages, and in sheer 
beauty of tone, Kreisler set a new stand- 
ard. Coming to the lighter compositions 
the violinist demonstrated that his finish 
- is a little more prenounced and his art 
’ @ little more complete than even the 
greatest of his colleagues. Encores were 
insisted upon, and the people refused to 
Jeave the auditorium when the final 
“number was played until others were 
forthcoming.”’ 

All of which justifies the belief that 
there will be a halcyon and vociferous 
time at the Odeon on the occasion of the 
two Symphony concerts of Jan. 15-16, 
one Fritz Kreisler being the soloist then 
to be seen and heard.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—When the 
Interstate Commerce Commission re- 
sumed hearings here today on the 
financial operations of the Cincin- 


nati, Hamilton & Dayton and Pere 
Marquette Ratllroads, Frederick W. 
Steyens, representing J. P. Morgan 
& Co., presented testimony to support 
the contention that operations of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton had 
burdened the road with $24,700,000 in 
financial obligations and sent it into 
a receiver’s hands before the Morgan 
house bought control of the road for 
the Erie. 

At the time of the purchase in 
1905, Stevens said the Erie directors 
and the late J. P. Morgan were in 
ignorance of the actual financial con- 
dition of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton, and that a surplus of $793,- 
000, the preceding year, had been 
changed to a deficit of $241,000, 
through acquisition of control of the 
Pere Marquette. 

Control Transferred to B. & O. 

As soon as the actual situation was 
disclosed, he said, Morgan véluntarily 
took the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton stocks back from the Erie at the 
purchase price and under the receiv- 
ership which began in December, 
1905, considerable was accomplished 
toward restoring the line to a sound- 
er financial basis. 

After the reorganization, he said, 
contro] Of the road was transferred 
to the Baltimore & Ohio, with the ap- 
proval of the United States Circuit 
Ceurt. Stevens declared the only 
pecuniary advantage from the reor- 

- ganization the Morgan house had was 
_ the prospect of receiving in 1916 the 
' appraised value of the stock sold to 
the Baltimore & Ohio. 

‘Im 1911, Stevens said, the Morgans 
' bought from the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
| & Dayton 110,000 shares of Pere Mar- 
' quette stock acquired by that road 
' under the administration of Eugene 
Zimmerman in 1904 at a total cost of 
' $18,760,000.

[FICTION ULTIMATE GOAL 


His Wife and Son With Him in 
New York While He Practices 
for Planned Career. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—W. Atrens Har- 


gadine von Schrader, 27 years old, son 
of Otto U. vgn Schrader of 3 Vandeven- 
ter place, St. Louls, is a Maryland 


farmer now but, nevertheless, he has 
matriculated in the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism at Columbia University with 
the .dea of developing a long existing 
ambition for the writing of fiction and 
verse. ° 

This does ‘not mean that he regards 
a talent for fiction writing as exactly a 
necessary part of a newspaper man’s 
equipment, but that the writing of fic- 
tion is his ultimate goal, and the first 
requisite for a writer of fiction is to 
know how to write, the next, of course, 
being the creative faculty, which cannot 
be taught but must grow in one's mind. 
This, he told a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent who saw him in nis apartment 
at 122 Cathedral Parkway, where he is 
living with his wife and little son, is as 
far as he has gone in his planning fo: 
the future. 


Always Fond of Writing. 
“I always was fond of writing,’ he 


said, ‘even when I was at Cambridge, 
and I believe that adeptness and grace 
in writing can be acquired by study and 
practice, just as latent talent for piano 
playing can be developed by the same 
method. Because of my college degree, 
I was able to enter the school of jour- 
nalism in the third year of the course, 
and have therefore only this year and 
next to complete it. 

“I have, of course, heard that the 
matter of graceful composition is rath- 
er an inborn than an acquired attribute, 
but I have talked with many excellent 
newspaper men hereabouts, men who 
have succeeded in the practical work 
of getting out a newspaper, and many 
of them tell me that when they made 
their first efforts in journalism they 
could hardly write a line. Yet these 
men acquired the knack of gracefully 
putting what they had in their minds 
on paper, so that others could read and 
understand. 

“I am writing a prodigious amount of 
matter now, by way of practice, and 
I haven’t the slightest doubt that this 
systematic and persistent line of work 
tends not only to increase one’s vocabu- 
lary, but to improve one’s facility and 
smoothness of expression.

In One Town of 17,000 More 
Than 11,000 Are in Abso- 
lute Destitution. 
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By Anthony Hope.

Belgium wants food. 
cn a scale, with an urgency, and with 
an intensity which the imagination can 
hardly conceive. .Even when aided by 
the vivid, yet strictly business-like re- 
ports furnished by the representatives 
of the Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium, we find it difficult to grasp what 
the situation really is. 

A multitude of Belgians have taken 
refuge in Holland and have been re- 
ceived with a noble hospitality, An- 
other multitude have succeeded in reach 
ing Great Britain, and Great Britain is 
doing her best for them. But the bulk 
cf the nation is still on its own soi!— 
not merely or mainly for lack of choice, 
but by command of their King and his 
Ministers. They cannot leave the coun- 
try derelict; they cannot let their claim 
to it go by default. They must stand 
by the ship, however fierce the tempest. 

They are non-combatants, these peo- 
‘ple—women, children and men not eli- 
gible for military service. It is the civil 
population of Belgium which suffers 
famine and is threatened with absolute 
Starvation. And their number amounts 
to some 7,000,000 souls. 

7,000,000 Mouths to Feed, 

Seven millions! *To victual them for 
a day needs the cargo of a good ship. 
But they have to be victualled for 
months. For, as matters stand with 
her, Belgium can grow nothing, make 
nothing, sell nothing, buy nothing. Con- 
sequently she can eat nothing, and must 
die—unless somebody comes to the res- 
cue. True, she is doing what she can 
for herself. Belgian relief committees 
and Belgian men of means have guar- 
anteed $3,000,000 towards the work of the 
Commission for Relief; practically every 
efficient person in Belgium has volun- 
teered for relief work. Admirable as 
these efforts are, they are totally in- 
adequate to meet the case; they do not 
detract from Belgium’s claim on the 
world’s generosity; nay, they strength- 
en it. 

Who is to help, then? Neighborly 
Holland is doing all and more than could 
be asked of her; herself a small coun- 
try, she can do no more. Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Great 
Britain are all belligerent Powers; that 
fact sternly limits both their means 
and their opportunities. For example: 
Great Britain, though she welcomes 
refugees, and though she is in a posi- 
tion to give assistance in money, finds 
herself obliged, for military reasons, to 
prohibit the export of foodstuffs to 
Belgium. Who is to. help, then, and 
who can help in a measure really ade- 
quate? That question was asked some 
weeks before I started to write these 
lines—asked and answered. The an- 
swer came with all the characteristical- 
ly national clearness, promptitude and 
confidence: “‘Why, America, of course!’’

10, including about 100,000 prisoners, 
have been enormous.

Even the killed and wounded at Tan- 
nenberg, East Prussia, says Gen. vo 
Hindenberg, cannot be compared with 
the losses of the Russians in the pres- 
ent battle. 

Field Marshal von Hindenberg and 
Gen. von Ludendorf, his chief of sta(t, 
do’ not share the optimistic views ex- 
pressed in certain Berlin newspapers 
which regard the Russiaps now as 
finally disposed of. 

Lodz suffered comparatively little 
from the battle, but Lowicz was con- 
siderably damaged by a bombardment 
from both sides.

Appiause followed the announcement 
of “Not guilty.’’ Cleary shook hands 
with each of the jurors, saying, ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen, I thank you for your merciful 
and righteous verdict.” 

It was learned that at no time during 
the jury’s celiberations were more than 
four votes case for Clear’s convictio! 
on any ballot. The vote stood eight to 
four for acquittal until the last ballot. 

One of the jurors said the scene be- 
tween father and daughter in the court- 
room .yesterday had ‘impressed them 
with a belief in Cleary’s overpowering 
love for his daughter. 

One of the jurors was heard to say to 
a friend: ‘“‘The daughter did it. Her 
testimony won her father the verdict.’ 

Cleary expects soon to resume his 
post of clerk ot the town of Haver- 
straw. 

The testimony showed that. despite 
Cleary’s demands that his daughter not 
young George Newman, 
their childhood friend- 
girl becoming ill, her 
true condition was revealed to the 
father and mother by a physician. The 
gir] told her mother that she and New- 
man had been secrétly married a few 
days before, but both the girl and 
mother testified. they did not tell Cleary 
because of his extreme state of mind. 

' Cleary Began Drinking. 

Cleary began drinking heavily and 
next day when young Newman, with 
the knowledge of Mrs. Cleary, went to 
tell Cleary of the marriage, Cleary was 
so drunk, he testified, he was irrespon- 
sible. As young Newman entered the 
clerk’s office Cleary took a pistol from 
his desk and killed him. 

Young Mrs. Newman told her story on 
ihe stand without hesitation, admitted 
ier condition was brought about bv 
Newman, said she loved him dearly, ana 
that they had married in good faith 
after the incident. 

The defense was temporary. insanity 
brought about the shock of Cleary’s 
learning of his daughter's condition and 
his subsequent hard drinking.

The majority opinion was written 
by Justice Walker, and was concurred 
in by Justice Lamm and ~,ustice 
Brown. Justice Woodson wrote a 
separate cencurring opinion. Justice 
Graves wrote a dissenting opinion, 
and Justices Paris and Bend dissented 
from the majority opinion. 

Not Double Taxation. 

The principal point on which the 
majority opinion was based was that 
the tax did not amount to double tax- 
ation, which the company claimed te 
be a fact. 

Justice Graves, in dissenting, 
tended the company already paid 
taxes to the city and that the mill 
tax would be an additional tax on 
property on which the company al- 
ready had paid. 

The majority opinion sets out the 
following additional reasons why the 
case should, be decided in favor of 
the city: 

The principle of res adjudiciata 
applies. That is, that the ques- 
tions involved already have been 
decided by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

That the tax is a license tax on 
s privilege granted by the city to 
the United Railways, and is not 
a property tax. 

That the argument that the tax 
amounts to 2 per cent of the 
gross revenue of the company is 
not to be seriously considered he- 
cause there is no evidence as to 
the company’s gross revenue, but 
even if there was such evidence, 

a tax of 2 per cent is not unreas- 

onable. 

That the defendant is estopped 
from the defenses it made be- 
cause it had already made the 
same defenses in the United 
States Supreme Court and they 
had been determined. 

That there is no merit in the 
defenses, anyway. 

Judge Walker held first that the case 
Was res adjudicata, that it had been de- 
cided on its merits by the lederal Su- 
preme Court. He said: 

“Suppose, as pertinently suggested, 
that defendant had elected to bring its 
action in the State courts and that sarne 
had been appealed to and determined by 
this Court, as it was in the United 
States Supreme Court, would it be con- 
tended for a moment that the doctrine 
of res adjudicata would not apply? 
Wherein lies the distinction in the ap- 
plication of the doctrine? In principle 
there is none, In practice there should 
pot be. The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court is certainly entitled to 
the same faith, credit and binding force 
as the decision of the State Supreme 
Court.” 

Discussing the charge of double taxa- 
tion, Judge Walker said: 

“The tax is, as numerous authori- 
ties we have cited proved, mot one on 
property but a license tax on a priv- 
ilege connected with property. 

‘The contention that the enforcement 
of this ordinance subjects defendant to 
double taxation is entitled to serious con- 
sideration only upon the assumption that 
the tax this authorizes is levied upon 
personal property. This is not true, and 
although arguments are made vaguely, 
based upon this assumption, an analysis 
clearly shows they are without founda- 
tion.

Aided by Behiter, Vallandingham 
said, he robbed a woman of $42 at 
Broadway and Olive street, and on 
Nov. 6 knocked a woman down at 
Fourteenth and Locust streets and 
took 76 cents. Behiter admitted tak- 
ing part in these robberies. 


Miss Bass said that on the night after 
Thanksgiving Vallandingham tore a leaf 
from’ a book in her room and wrote 
upon it a note stating that he had to 
leave town because of a shooting affair. 

He wrote to her afterwards from 
Bloomington and Peoria. On Thanks- 
giving eve John Hoffman was found 
dead with a bullet in his head in his 
Saloon at Eighth and Carroll streets. 
Vallandingham declared that‘he knew 
nothing of the murder. He then as- 
gerted that Dean told him he shot a 
man on Nov. 2% about three blocks east 
ef Jefferson avenue on Gravois ave- 
mue. The police have no record of 
such an occurrence. 

Schmidt and Mehler yesterday identi- 
fied Hazel Huff and Vallandingham, the 


verdict was read, the aged mother of 
Nutall,, who, during the four days of 
the trial had sat by his side, collapsed 

The prosecution alleged jthat Nutall, 
who is 28 years old, made love to Mrs.

The 
will gave him the bulk of her $30,000 
estate.

Nutall said the brakes of his machine 
would not work as they were riding 
down Lookout Mountain and that he 
ran it against an embankment to keep 
it from running down the hill, and that 
Mrs. McCombs became frightened and 
jumped. 

Nutall says he jumped from the car 
also and took the same chance of be- 
ing killed that Mrs. McCombs did. 

Nutall’s wife, although it is said she 
had not lived with him for some time, 
attended the trial and sat behind her 
husband.

FERRERO FI 
SOLDIERS ARE OFFICERS’ 
‘THINKING COLLABORATORS 


Great Historian Is Amazed at Transformation of 
the Impetuous Warriors Into Patient, 
Cheerful, Dogged Fighters.

BATTLE LINE IN FRANCE, Dec. 19.—After a half hour of automo- 
bilimg the staff officer accompanying me tapped on the window and ordered 
the soldier chauffeur to stop the machine. He beckoned me to gét out, and 
pointing to the panorama, said: 
‘‘This is the war. .We are on the front; the Germans are there; we are 
one mile from their lines.’’ 
I looked around, nothing was to be seen but the deserted landscape; not 
a man, not a house. The wide, undulating, plain fields that seemed deserted 
as far as the eye could see, the wide, gray solitude under the December sky

melancholy manner, dropped momen- 
tarily, a deep silence reigned over the 
plain. 

The officer looked at me, smiling and 
said: 

“People imagine war a great turmoil 
of men’ and arms, but there are mo- 
ments when it is as tranquil as you 
see. For even now a battle is on here, 
without rifle or gunshot. It is a bat- 
tle of patierit waiting and suffering in 
the cold damp in the trenches. Come 
and see.”’ 

Neither the French nor the Germans 
were to be seen at that moment, but 
my guide soon found the French, whose 
trenches, remarkably concealed, were 
a few hundred yards from us. The 
‘courtesy of the I'rench General enabled 
me to have a glimpse of the spot at 
a point in the immense line where this 
extraordinary war of trenches was be- 
ing fought. 

Loyalty bids me not to abuse the 
courtesy shown me by relating f@cts 
which, though interesting, might be con- 
sidered military indiscretions. I can, 
however, tell my impressions of sol- 
diers and this curious form of war 
fought weck after week without a gun 
‘being fired. 

Life in Trenches Hard. 

My guide was right in saying that in 
the trenches fighting goes on always. 
Either as a battle of patience or actual 
firing, life in trenches is hard and dif- 
ficult also. The military administra- 
tion is doing everything possible to al- 
leviate the suffering. 

It is especially hard during’ the 
months when the wind blows cold in 
northern France, and when the days 
are short. The ingenuity of the gogl- 
diers and the foresight of the military 
administration have introduced many 
comforts. There are amenities in the 
trenches, but there are two enemies 
which it is, almost inipossible to shake 
off—cold and darkness. At four in the 
afternoon it is night and few are the 
means wherewith to illuminate those 
labyrinthal corridors. 

The obscurity is rendered more dread- 
ful by the cold against which, in the 
trenches, human ingenuity fights vain- 
ly. Woolen garments, blankets and 
fur coats, these are the only weapons 
that can be pitted against the cold and 
they are always insufficient. Therefore, 
nights in the trenches are _ painful, 
especially because sleep is difficult, 
owing to the cold. 

However, the soldiers are cheerful, 
full of confidence and patient. It must 
be said that the commanding officers 
do not take advantage of their self- 
Bacrificing spirit, They are often re- 
lieved and sent to rest and sleep in 
beds in nearby villages, but the en- 
thusiasm and _ self-sacrificing spirit of 
the mén is really marvelous. 

Nobody can realize this unless it is 
seen by them. Is is clear that in the 
last four. months a miracle in the 
souls of the French has been accom- 
plished. 

Frenchmen Are ‘Transformed, 

When before in history has a peo- 
ple undergone such a change_ in 
¢haracter with such extraordinary 
rapidity? The vivacious, ardent, ner- 
Yous, impetuous French people have 
“Become calm, tranquil, patient, cool, 

resolute and the men themselves, as 
“well as the officers, have shared this 
strange transformation. The French 
soldiers are ever famous for impetu- 
‘ous audacity in attack They were 
the instruments wherewith Napoleon 
was able to make the most rapid and 
grandest campaigns in history. Well, 
these soldiers have taken the pick 
and shovel, have learned in a few 
weeks to build the most ingenious 
trenches imagivable and*have adapt- 
ed themselves cheerfully to a war of 
moles. ; 

They are fighting against these 

“{nsidious foes, cold, damp, disease, 
boredom, discouragement end the 
enervating idleness of long days 
spent {In watching a faraway line be- 
hind which hides an invisible enemy. 

This extraordinary transformation 
has been facilitated among the sol- 
diers by the quick intelligence of the 
race. The French, as the Italians, 
are naturally of ready mind, there- 
Yore in this war even the humble in- 
fantryman has readily understood 
that a rapid, continuous offensive, 
such as that of the war of 1870. would 
have cost tremendous losses, 

One of the things that most inter- 
ested me in my visit has been to chat 
with the soldiers and have them ex- 
plain the war to me. Almost with- 
out exception they told me with that 
clearness of language which is a pre- 
rogative of the French even among 
the less educated classes, that at the 
beginning of the war the French army

Soldiers Collaborators of Officers. 

Several soldiers have given me small 
lessons in tactics with marvelous clear- 
ness and accuracy. After listening to 
them I had no difficulty in understand- 
ing how the officers have been able to 
change fundamentally the military edu- 
cation of these intelligent soldiers. 

These men are thinking collaborators 
of their officers -and Generals, rather 
than the late passive instruments. But 
the French soldiers not only understand 
how to carry on warfare but they have 
also a sufficiently clear idea of the 
diplomatic situation of France and of 
the corelation between this situation and 
the present war. They know that France 
is not fighting alone, but side by side 
with England and Russia; thdt En- 
gland and Russia cannot be altogether 
ready to display all their might until 
later than France and that therefore, it 
is necessary for France to wait in the 
trenches and carry on a defensive 
rather than an offensive war, until the 
allies are ready to employ their full 
strength. 

These soldiers told me, always with 
clear language, truly wonderful on the 
lips of peasants and workingmen, that 
there will be a moment when France 
will come out of its trenches to attack 
the enemy, because then she will be 
able to win with small loss. 

They are convinced of this, and with 
this in mind they arm themselves with 
patience and continue this slow, iong 
war of the trenches. This war is a war 
during which week after week the en- 
emy is hidden or, at most, a few gun-. 
shots are exchanged. This is a war in 
which battlefields are deserted plains 
and for whole days nothing is heard but 
the savage wailing of the wind. 

Fighting Instinct Is Alive. 

However, the fighting instinct, a)- 
though disciplined by reason, is still 
alive and strong even at the bottom 
of the dark trenches. The French army 
dreams of the day when it will reso- 
lutely attack the enemy and push him 
from the country he has invaded and 
chase him into his own territory. 

It awaits that day patiently, but with 
‘keen expectation. How many soldiers 
during my visit to the trenches asked 
my officer guide: ‘‘Mon Capitaine, when 
de we begin the attack? We want noth- 
ing better.’’ 

This is, in fact, the great problem on 
which depends the length of the war, 
put it is also the most obscure of prob- 
lems.

For that reason they sleep uncom-

They walk out and dig half the day 
Or all night, as required; they wear— 
though they will not eat—anything that 
is issued to them; they make themselves 
an organized and kindly life out of a! 
few acres of dirt and a little canvas; 
they keep their edge and anneal their 
discipline under conditions that would 
depress a fox terrier and disorganize 

a champion football team. 

They ask nothing in return save work 
and equipment. And being what they 
are, they thoroughly and unfeignedly 
enjoy what they are doing; and they 
purpose to do much, very much more. 

But they also think. They think it vile 
that so many unmarried young men 
who are not likely to be affected by 
Government allowances should be so shy 
about sharing their life. They discuss 
these young men and their womenfolk 
by name, and Imagine rude punishments | 
for them, suited to their known char- 
acters. 

They discuss, too, their elders, who in 
time past warned them of the sin of 
soldiering. These men who live honor- 
ably and simply under the triple vow of 
obedience, temperance and poverty re- 
call, not without envy, the sort of life 
that the well-kept moralists lead in the 
unpicketed, unsentried towns; and it 
galls them that such folk should con- 
tinue in comfort and volubility at the 
expense of good men’s lives or should 
greasily profit at the end of it all. 

They stare hard, even in their blue 
slops, at white-collared, bowler-hatted 
young men, who, by the way, are just 
learning to drop their eyes under that 
gaze. In the third-class railway car- 
riages they hint that they would like 
explanations from the casual “nut,” and 
they explain to him wherein his expla-. 
nations are unconvincing. 

And when they are home on leave, the 
slack-jawed son of the local shopkeeper | 
and the rising nephew of the big banker 
and the dumb but cunning carter’s lad 
receive instructions or encouragement 
suited to their needs and the nation’s. 
The older men and the officers wil) 
tell you that if the allowances are made a 
more liberal we shail get all the men we 
want. But the younger men of the New 
Army do not worry about allowances, or, 
for that matter, make ‘em! 

There is a gulf already opening be- 
tween those who have joined and those 
who have not; but we shall not know 
the width and the depth of that gulf 
till the war is over.

YOUNGEST LEADER 
IN BIG: LEAGUES 


Former Cardinal Star, Now Boss 
of Brookfeds, Sets a Record 
for Youthfulness.

Two managerial appointments in the 
past week created considerable stir 
along the feverish baseball rialto, One 
was the selection of a bush leaguer to 
succeed James John Callahan, and the 
other—more interesting to St. Louis— 

was Lee Magee’s promotion to the man- 
agerial dias in the Brooklyn Fed camp. 

Lee Magee was born with the less 
euphonious label of Leopold Hunscn- 
meyer, on June 4, 1889, in Cincinnati. 
One of the first things he did after at- 
taining the age of reason was to cut 
his name so as to hold it into one col- 
umn, thereby making a hit with the 
printers. If Magee had not 
his present semonaxker he at least would 
have been deprived of the display cap- 
tion of this yarn, which would be a tre- 
mendous loss to anybody, even such a 
thoroughly exploited young man as Lee, 


Lee Is a Printer, by Trade. 


But Lee is a printer, holding a ecard 
in the Typcsgraphical Union, and there- 
fore he has a few ideas about publicity. 


He quit the inky business in 1907, how- 
ever, to play with the Springfield (Three- 
Eye League) club, working for Sinister 
Dick Kinsella, the renowned ivory hunt- 
er of the Giants. In 198 he was with 
Waterloo, while in 1909 he registered his 
first big success as an infielder for 
Seattle. 

He reported to the Cardinals in 
1910 and was released in May of that 
year to Louisville, but was recalled 
in August, just before the drafting 
season closed. He remained here un- 
til his recent flop to the Feds, one of 
his biggest achievements being to 
bench Miller Huggins in 1912 when he 
got a chance regularly at second 
base, under Bresnahan. 


Magee Is 25 Years Old. 


But Magee is only 25 years old and 
his “brass” in accepting the manage- 
ment of a club that contains such 


veterans as Art Hofman, Steve Evans, 
Tom Seaton et al., is amazing to say 
the least. Magee is by all odds the 
youngest leader in the history of big 
league ball, being several years 
younger than Charley Herzog and 
Charley Dooin were at the time those 
men gripped the managerial reins. 

What success Lee will have re- 
mains to be seen. However, if ambi- 
tion and pluck makes for success he 
will have his name in electric lights 
before the end of the season. Magee 
fears no man, not even Bill Sweeney, 
who took a poke at him during a 
game at Robison Field. He also lost 
a decison on points to Dan Griner 
and once offered to mix with Heine 
Zim of the Cubs. He’s a wiling fight- 
er despite his poor recrd in the Na- 
tional League as an exponent Sof the 
manly art of self-defense.

FIRED GUNS THAT 
FINISHED EMDEN 


Officer of Australian Battleship 
Tells Graphic Story of Fight 
With Raider. 


SUPERIOR SHOOTING WON 
German Ship’s Doom Was 
Sealed by Shell That Ex- 


ploded Torpedo About to 
Be Fired.

“It took some time to steam 4 miles, 


which separated us from Cocos Island. | 


We were, of course, cleared for action, 
but were taking things easy. Some were 
shaving, others taking a bite of break- 
fast, and some were lying about on 
deck when the call to stations came. 
There was a general scamper and in 
less than 10 seconds we were all at 
our posts ready for a scrap. We went 
straight on for her as she came steam- 
ing out to meet us. In less than no 
time we were in action. 

“From what we had read in the pa- 
pers, we thought the Emden would try 
to show us a clean pair of heels, but, 
instead, the captain held on toward us. 
We were afterward told by some of the 
German sailors taken prisoners’ that 
when the Captain of the Emden sighted 
us he said, ‘If she is an* Australian 
cruiser I will sink her.’ 

Australians Superior Gunmen. 

“But, by heavens, they got the big- 
gest shock of their lives. They clearly 
underestimated the efficiency of the 
young Australian boys. It was mag- 
nificent to see the way those boys, 
many only about 18 years old, worked 
the guns. They were frantically excited, 
and every time a good shot got home 
they yelled with delight. 

“At first the Emden’s shooting was 
pretty good, and after about 10 min- 
utes a somewhat lucky shot carried 
our range finder clean away. Orders 
were given to the gunlayers to carry on 
independent fire. Judging the range and 
the firing as rapidly as possible, they 
seemed to get on quite as well as be- 
fore, if not better. 

“The Emden got in three good shots, 
the first carrying away our. range 
finder, the second landing on our deck 
and penetrating into our after-control. 
where it exploded and did a lot of dam- 
age and killed several men; the third 
shell landed on deck right ‘amongst a 
gun crew. It was the most destructive 
of the lot and it cost us two killed 
and several wounded. Most wunfortu- 
nately, two of our gunlayers were 
among the victims. 

‘“Tt so happened that at the moment 
a bag of cordite which had been Hoist- 
ed from below caught fire and began to 
blaze away furiously. Two men, _re- 
gardless of personal safety, rushed for- 
ward and picked up the blazing cordit> 
in their arms and threw it into the sea. 
Throughout the action it was very 
clear our shooting was far superior. 

“The trajectory of the Emden’s guns 
was far more pronounced than ours. 
She seemed to drop her shots on board 
of us when she got anywhere near us, 
while our shells went far straighter 
and appeared to do a good deal more 
damage when they got home. The Em- 
cen’s shells completely failed to pene- 
trate our armour plate when  thev 
struck. They made a dent in our ar- 
mour, but did not come through, mere- 
ly bouncing back and falling into the 
sea. 

Running Fight for 30 Miles. 

“One shell came very near doipg a 
lot of mischief. It struck the edge of 
the armor plate within a few inches ot 
one wardroom porthole. If it had gone 
through this port into the wardroom 
and there exploded it would have killed 
at least 30 or 40 men. All our wounded 
were there with the surgeon and his 
staff. 

“Now to turn to what we did to the 
EKimden. After having swept her 
bridge away, we got her several times 
very badly. We shot her forefunne] 
away, then her mast, then her remain- 
ing two funnels. Eventually, when we 
were getting very close into her, we 
landed a shell right on her torpedo 
tube. She was presumably’ getting 
ready to discharge a torpedo at us at 
the moment, and we struck the tube 
when the torpedo was actually ready to 
fire. The torpedo exploded and the Em 
den caught fire. It was then quite clea 
she was pretty well finished up and 
eventually she was beached on an 
island some 16 miles distant from the 
direction of the island where the wire- 
less station and cable house are sit- 
uated. 

“We had kept up a running fight with 
her for 30 miles or so. Of course, there 
was a lot of twisting and turning all 
the time. The Emden steamed around 
in a circle and we followed once. Again 
when the Emden began to circle the 
Sydney did not follow her round, but 
doubled back and out again, meeting 
her on the second loop. It was then 
we got in some telling shells, which put 
the Emden out of action. Before she 
was beached the Emden only had one 
gun in action, but did not pull down 
her flag until the last. Tl:en the Syd- 
ney left and sank the cvilier Buresk.

Five Hundred .Meetings Today 
Will Celebrate.

-CHIASSO, Switzerland, Dec. 19.—More 
than 800 meetings throughout Italy have 
been arranged for tomorrow to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the hang- 
ing of the soldier, Overdank, who paid 
the death penalty Dec. 20, 1882, for at- 


tempting to assassinate Emperor Francis 
Jaseph of Austria. The Italian Gover- 
ror is taking extraordinary measures to 
si.ppress anti-Austrian demonstrations in 
connection with these meetings. 

When the Triple Alliance was formed 
serious disturbances occurred in Italy on 
account of the disapproval of the tie 
between that country and Austria. This 
feeling arose from Austria’s possession 
of Triest and Trent, once Italian terri- 
tory. 

This culminated in tne attempt on the 
life of Francis Joseph by the young 
Triestine, Overdank, a deserter from the 
Austrian army and a student in an 
Italian university. After his execution 
Overdank was proclaimed by his par- 
tisans as a martyr to the Itallan cause. 

The anti-Austrian feeling has found 
fieer expression since the beginning of 
the war and the outspoken determina- 
tion of a certain element to force the 
Government to join with the Triple En- 
tente and fight Austria for the primary 
purpose of acqulring the Itallan prov- 
inces still under Hapsburg rule, are giv- 
ing the asithorities some concern.

Some of Allies’ Soldiers Shoot 
Themselves to Get Away 
From Trenches.

England have many patients who suf- 
fered absolute nervous collapse and 
have been sent back to England for 
treatment. 

Most of the cases show decided im- 
provement as soon as the men get into 
new surroundings and are afforded 
quiet. Many of the patients suffering 
with nervous afflictions and who de- 
clared when they left Belgium that they 
could never endure further service un- 
der the fire of heavy guns, clamor to re- 
turn to the field of action as soon as 
they get a grasp on their nerves. 

An amazing number of invalided sol- 
diers have never been touched by a bul- 
let or a shell and show no physical 
signs of disability. Some of the most 
desperate cases are men who were ter- 
ribly shocked by shells which exploded 
near them. 

Both Ear Drums Broken. 

One Sergeant, a boy of 18, who re- 
cently left Netley to visit his relatives 
in Manchester, was hurled through the 
air for 60 feet by the force of an ex- 
ploding shell, not a fragment of which 
touched him. Both of his ear drums 
were broken-and he was unconscious for 
several days. His brain was so affected 
that he was unable to see anything for 


weeks, if he became the least excited. 
When he left the Netley: Hospital he 


still walked somewhat unsteadily and 
complained that dark spots frequently 
appeared before his eyes. Physicians 
send such patients away from hospitals 
as speedily as possible that they may be 
more free from military surroundings 
and reminded less frequently of their 
experiences in the field. 

As is the case in nearly all military 
action, soldiers are on rare occasions 
found shooting their own hands or feet 
or exposing their arms and hands to the 
fire of the enemy that they may get 
wounds which. will relleve them from 
service in the trenches. This is at- 
tributed. to shattered nerves in many 
cases, although there are occasional 
courtmartials in cases where there is 
reason to believe that cowardice in- 
spired such action. 

In engagements where the fighting is 
at such close range as in the present 
position in Belgium, it is a simple mat- 
ter for a soldier to expose his hands 
or arm and catch a bullet from the 
enemy’s trenches. 

Many Cases of Bad Teeth. 

Bad teeth are playing havoc with the 
English troops exposed to cold and 
dampness in the trenches. Many den- 
tists have been sent to the front to 
treat defective teeth which have caused 
neuralgia and disabled men otherwise 
sound. 

Recruiting officers were at first ex- 
tremely particular about the teeth of 
applicants for admission to the army, 
but it soon became necessary to let 
down the bars. As the middle and lower 
Class people of England take indiffer- 
ent care of their mouths and seldom 
have their teeth treated, dental trou- 
bles have been numerous. 

*T am not going to bite the Ger- 
mans,” was the protest of an English- 
man rejected at the opening of the war 
because of defective teeth. But the de- 
velopments of the last three months 
have shown that no soldier is any better 
than his teeth. Inability to masticate the 
coarse army fare properly has incapacti- 
tated large numbers of soldiers who 
were not actually forced to leave the 
front because of aching teeth and swol- 
len jaws aggravated by standing for 
days in wet trenches. 

It is not unusual to see recruits who 
have part of their front teeth missing 
and others badly decayed. But such 
men are turned over to the dental corps 
as rapidly as possible and given care- 
ful treatment. If recruiting officers in 
England were to demand the sound 
teeth required for admission to the 
American army, they would get few re- 
cruits. The public schools in London 
and other large cities are having the 
teeth of pupils examined and encourag- 
ing proper care of the mouth. 


Big Crowds Break Records for 
Christmas at the Grand-Leader, 
When the doors of the Grand-Leader 
were closed last night, the last Satur- 
day before Christmas, it was said by 
Sigmund Baer, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry 
Geods Co., which operates the Grand- 
Leader, that the store had enjoyed 
the biggest business for any corre- 
sponding Saturday before Christmas 
in the past 10 years. On each of these 
big days, which are supposed to be 
the biggest in the year, boys are 
stationed at each entrance with hand 
registers by which they record each 
person as he or she enters. Between 
2:30 and 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon the mob was so great, members 
of the firm said, that the boys and 
their hand machines could not keep 
up with the tally.

‘ Throughout the hearings, which re- 
vealed the strange devotion of Louis 
Kraft, the practical politician, to spirit- 
ualism as taught by Mrs. Weeks, Mrs. 
Lora Guenin! claiming to be the natural 
mother of the child, stoutly maintained 
her position. although to do so she was 
forced ‘to reveal her past before ‘her 
marriage. Mrs Weeks, also, confronted 
with the possibility of losing custidy of 
the boy she has reared from babyhood, 
abandoned her contention that he was 
a “spiritually born’’ child given to ful- 
fill the longing of Kraft for an_ heir 
and frankly acknowledged he was the 
natural son of Kraft and herself.

Plans for Westminster Presby- 
terian Church at Union and 
Delmar Are Approved. 


The officials of Westminster Presby- 
terian Church (formerly the Grand 
Avenue Church) have approved the 
plans: for the new church edifice at 
the southwest corner of Union and Del- 
mar boulevards, prepared by Albert B. 
Groves, architect. 

The new Westminster Church will be 
one of the finest specimens of Gothic 
architecture in St. Louis, and will be an 
important addition to the group of 
churches and other noticeable buildings 
on Union boulevard, from Delmar 
boulevard to Cabanne. These include 
Pilgrim Congregational and Union 
Avenue Christian churches, the Church 
of the Messiah, the Artists’ Guild, Sol- 
dan High School, William Clark School, 
Cabanne branch library and some large 
apartments. 

The design is in the fifteenth century 
English Gothic style. The main church 
auditorium, onting on Union boule- 
vard, will be joined architecturally by 
a tower to the present chapel portion 
of the building, which is now used for 
church services, and which opens on 
Delmar boulevard. The front of the 
sable will be 80 feet above the sidewalk, 
and the height of the tower will be 130 
feet. The material will be Indiana 
granite, and the cost of the building, 
including the chapel, will be ‘about 
$180,000, 

Caen stone and English quartered oak 
Will be used in the interior finish of 
the building. The auditorium, 8% feet 
long and 54 feet wide, will seat nearly 
900, and the pulpit will be at the west 
end of the auditorium, with the choir 
and organ immediately behind.

Objections to Distrihution Withdrawn 
and Employes Will Receive 
$62,862. 

All objections to distribution of the 
National Bank of Commerce employes’ 
pension fund were withdrawn yester- 
day. Circuit Judge Hitchcock ordered 
that the balance on hand, $62,852.12 be 
pro rated among employes and former 
employes entitled to it. Abuut 150 per- 
sons will share in the division, to be 

made before Christmas. 

The pension system was liscontinued 
in July, 1913... Suit was ‘iled by Miss 
Fannie Stein of 750 Hamilton avenue, 
a former stenographer at tiie bank, ror 
her share. -Four--months--ago - Judge 
Hitchcock decided in favor vf the plain- 
tiff.

short intervals, after the fashion of the 
police third degree. 

Morty and Meyers have lived since 
Friday morning on a few cans of provi- 
sions which were smuggled through a 
window by their employer, A. J. Gal- 
laher, a nonunion plumbing contractor, 
whose refusal to abandon his contract 
caused a walkout last Thursday of five 
branches of building trades unions. 
They have not been allowed to heat water 
for coffee, which was smuggled in with 
the canned goods. Both have declared 
iney will stick to their posts’ until 
starved out, and the general contractors’ 
agents have paved the way for that 
painful experience by barring all com- 
munication between them and the out- 
side world until they march out the 
main entrance. 

Police Declare Neutrality. 

W. B. Wood holds power of attorney 
for Charles A. Leary, the general con- 
tractor, representing two Eastern surety 
companies who took over the uncom- 
pleted building when the Wall Bros. 
Construction Co. defaulted, last No- 
vember, after a losing struggle to fin- 
ish the work in spite of labor wrangles 
which held it up. 

Wood asked the police Friday ‘morn- 
ing to oust Gallaher, his attorney, Wal- 
ter C. Guels, and his five employes, 
when the party took possession of the 
room in which they had been prepar- 
ing their work since last March. 

The police guard which appeared at 
the High School that morning was sent 
by Chief Young at the request of Gal- 
laher and his attorney, who said they 
expected trouble. The police refused 
to oust any of the plumbers and served 
notice that they were going to -remain 
and preserve the peace, but not take 
sides in the dispute. 

Blankets Smugegled In. 
Falling to have the contractor and 
his force ousted, Wood's lieutenants 
waited until Gallaher and his attorney 
departed at noon, and then locked tho 
doors. leading into the school, except 
the main entrance, at which two guards 
were stationed to repulse invaders. Gal- 
laher was denied admission upon his 
return. He could only communicate 
with his men by shouting loudly enough 
to be heard through the heavy doors 
and the high windows. 

The men said they would hold the 
fort and Gallaher made plans for pro- 
viding them with food and covering for 
the cold nights. He smuggled in four 
blankets and a basket of canned goocs 
and bread. The besieging party, upon 
discovering this, nailed the windows 
and increased the guard. Three of the 
plumbers departed by the main entrance 
at nightfall, leaving Morty and Meyers 
to hold out against the superior forces. 

Watchmen Disturb Sleep. 

Both men reported that about every 
15 minutes during Friday night private 
watchmen insisted upon talking to them 
about trivial matters. This treatment 
effectually destroyed their sleep and 
added to their misery but did not break 
their spirit and, when the shadows fell 
last night, the two men were on the 
job wrapped in blankets prepared to 
hold out,

NEW BOND ISSUES LIKELY 


Argentine Republic in Market for 
$10,000,000 and Other Loans 
Are Under Negotiation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly financial review to- 
day, says: 

“Announcement that Argentina was 
trying to negotiate a $10,000,000 loan in 
this city shows that another country, 
which usually does its financing at 
London, has been added to the list of 
applicants who are seeking loans in 
this market. There are half a dozen 
foreign governments. engaged at the 
moment in trying to interest Wall street 
bankers in short-term loans. 

“Most of the applicants offer interest 
rates which in ordinary times would 
insure quick acceptance. The bankers 
have so many applications from other 
quarters to consider that they are not 
inclined to commit themselves too heav- 
ily to propositions which are some- 
what new to American investors, and 
concerning which there exists still a 
‘war hazard.’ 

“A few such loans have beén made 
privately by large banking interests, but 
the disposition in most cases has been 
to make only moderate advances, which 
could be financed without? difficulty by 
a few large banks with large sums of 
their own to invest. 

“Thus far therefore, it has not 
been the policy of the banks here to 
undertake the flotation of large loans 
for any foreign government, whether 
the borrower was a belligerent or 
not. The expectation is that there 
will be large financing ‘to arrange 
later on for the railroad and indus- 
trial corporations of the United 
States, which for months past have 
deferred all borrowing operations un- 
til the freight rate case was dis- 
posed of or the investment situation 
showed signs of distinct improve- 
ment. 

“Conditions are now more prop!- 
tlous for such applications, and the 
success of the Chicago & Northwest- 
*rn bond offering, and the loan just 
mt out by the city of Albany, sug- 
rests that saapertant corporation 
i0ans will soon be announced. 

Bond Market Is Strong. 

“The steady advance in the price 
»f high-grade municipal bonds, 
which has been a feature of the week, 
indicates that a ere many mautrin 
note issues will be refunded through 
the sale of long-term bonds, when it 
omes time for the municipalities to 
rovide for their extension.

With a liberal supply of cattle on sale 
during the past week the market suf- 
fered a large decline and prices were 
on about the lowest basis they have 
been since mid-summer. The beef steer 
trade was in a semi-demoralized condi- 
tion all over the west, principal markets 
having suffered declines of 50c and $1 
on most of the beef steers, which de- 
cline held good here. The run was ex- 
cessive and packers fought all week to 
get prices on a lower basis. Prime stuff 
did not suffer as badly as did medium 
Some prime short 
2-year-old steers at $11.10 were top for 
the week. This is a new record for this 
market. Offering of Christmas steers 
was light and prices somewhat disap- 
pointing. 

The heifer trade during the week bor- 
dered on demoralization and most of 
the dispositions were consummated at a 
decline of 75c and $1. Even then it was 
slow selling and many heifers were car- 
ried in sellers’ hards from. the first of 
the week till near the close. Runs were 
far too heavy for the demand. Cows 
were in much the same shape as heif- 
ers. Early in the week canners were 
exempt from the discounting, but later 
on they, too, suffered. All grades of 
cows, from canners up to best kinds 
were anywhere from 50c and $1 lower 
for the week. Bulls were in moderate 
supply and sold on a 35@50c lower basis.

[PARKWAY LAND” 
CONDEMNATION. 
IN TWO MONTHS 


Proceeding Will Be Started by 
Last of February Unless Con- 
tingencies Arise. 


BILL TO BE SIGNED DEC. 30 


Only Injunction or Referendum 
Can Block Wark—Comple- 
tion in 1910 Possible. 


The condemnation of 21 city blocks for 
a central parkway will be commenced in 
the Circuit Court ahd a commission of 
three appointed to determine the cost 


and special assessments to benefited 
property by the end of February, barring 
unforeseen contingencies. 

Mayor Kiel will sign the parkway 
measure Dec. 30, the first day possible 
under the charter provision that re- 
quires him to hold it for 10 days 
after it is forwarded by the Municipal] 
Assembly. It will become effective 30 
days later, unless held up by injunc- 


endum petition. The examination of 
titles to realty involved will not be fin- 
ished before the latter part of February, 
Baird says, and will delay the suit until 
then. 

The creation of the parkway would de- 
pend then upon the work of the commis- 
sioners, and it is the opinion of city offi- 
cials who are familiar with similar pro- 
ceedings that by diligent application, the 
commissioners might finish their work 
within Six months, or by September. 


May Be in Use in 1916. 
. If the parkway purchase money can be 


raised under the plan ofthe commission- 
ers, without the necessity of a bond is- 
sue to defray the city’s share of cost, 
the title to all the property in question 
might be transferred to the city within 
two months and the actual razing of 
structures be under way by next No- 
vember. 

The construction of traffic ways from 
Twelfth street to Grand avenue might be 


tent that the parkway would be in use 
by the autumn of 1916. 

The only obstacles that may delay the 
parkway since the Council concurred 
Friday in the House of Delegates bill, is 
a referendum petition or tnjunction liti- 
gation. 

A referendum vote may be invoked 
by registered voters equal in number 
to 7 per cent of the total vote for 
Mayor at the previous election, which 
was 122,638. A petition bearing 12 per 
cent of this vote would be necessary 
to force a special election, otherwise 
the vote would be taken at the next 
regular election which would be No- 
vembe@ 1916, unless the Board of Alder- 
men by resolution decided to hold a 
litate matters. <A _ petition of 2 per 
special election within 90 days, to faci- 
cent, if filed before Jan. 30, will be 
sufficient to suspend the ordinance for 
thirty days while the petitioners cir- 
culate a supplementary petition to be 
added to the first one. 


Formation of Plan Took Two Years. 
A 2 per cent petition must bear 2452 


signatures. A 7 per cent petition, 8554 
signatures, and a i2 per cent petition, 
14,612 names. Under the schedule pro- 
vided in the new charter it would be 
impossible to force the submission of 
the ordinance at the municipal election 
next April, because 125 days must elapse 
from the date of passage by the As- 
sembly before a popular vote can be 
had, according to an opinion rendered 
recently by City Counselor Baird. 

The formulation of the parkway plan 
occupied two years of the time of the 
City Plan Commission. The enactment 
of the measure by the Assembly and 
Mayor Kiel, consumed about three 
months. 

No public threats to fight the park- 
way ordinance by either litigation or 
the referendum have been reported, and 
those who opposed tH® bill at public 
hearings gave no hint that they would 
attempt either method of interference 
with the project. If a referendum were 
invoked, a majority vote for the ordi- 
nance would mean its final enactment.

The sale of Red Cross seals is the 
chief source of revenue of the Anti- 
‘Tuberculosis Society. More than $10,000 
was raised this way last year. The 
seals sell fo- 1 cent each and are. used 
on Christmas checks, letters, bundles 
and in other ways. They are on sale 
in all the department stores and drug 
stores.

Prince, and Princes cannot be expected to 
be like ordinary people. 

One night the Prince went to the theater, 
and there he saw the fetching Josephine. Im- 
mediately he wanted to meet her. To wish, 
with the Prince, was equivalent te having 
that wish gratified He met her. He became 
enamoured of her. He proposed marriage to 
her. Josephine’s head swam; she became 
dizzy; she could hardly see for excitement.

VER talk with Steve Ryan? To mix 
the metaphors a bit he is a thirty- 
third degree, simon-pure, 24-kKarat, all- 
wool, quadruple-X philosopher. His 
complete name is Stephen M. Ryan, and 
he has a cobbler’s bench at 1026 North 
Broadway. 

If somebody could only put Steve back a couple of 
thousand years, dress him in a toga (although Heaven 
oniy knows how Steve Ryan would handle a toga’), 
set him upon a stone bench on a prostyle portico, any 
school boy could catalog him instantly. If anybody 
should show such a picture to Steve himself, his attitude 
probably would be utter disgust. “Nevertheless, if we 
can only get things in the proper focus, the cobbler 
stands revealed just what an admirer recently dubbed 
him,'a Socrates at the Shoe Bench. 

Who is a real philosopher? The man who loves 
Wisdom for herself; who will forsake father and mother 
and brother and kindred, if need be, to follow her, who 
counts the pursuit of her the only thing worth while. 
This definition labels Steve Ryan as categoricaily as 
any stuffed bird in the Smithsonian Institution is labeled. 
For Steve is a man of parts. He has friends who count, 
tried personal acumen, political influence and plenty of 
shrewd business sense. Yet contemptuous of the ma- 
terial things for which most men strive, he is content 
if his cobbler’s trade supplies his simple needs. 

It must be admitted, however, that Steve is a phi- 
losopher with all the modern improvements. Once in a 
great while he takes off the apron and strolls down the 
street to have a chat with the boys of the Fourth Ward. 
Wher he does something usually happens. ' 

One day Wisdom slipped into his place and whispered 
that the children of St.-Louis ought to have free school 
text-books. Wisdom may have disguised herself as a 


copy of the Post-Dispatch, but at any rate Steve went.

out and passed the whisper along. “Sure!” said the 
hard-headed, practical boys of the Fourth, “let’s throw 
in free pen wipers for g00d measure.” So they helped 
Steve elect John Brady to the School Board and for 
10 leng vears the fight for free text-books went on until 
the battle was won. 

Once again Wisdom whispered and Steve became one 
of the first men in the fight for initiative and referen- 
dum laws in both the city and State. He was secretary 
of the Missouri Initiative and Referendum League, 
which had an important part in that campaign, until 
it also was successful. 

In spite of all this, it is easy to prove that Steve is 
not a politician in the ordinary understanding of the 
word. Merely to say that he is the Fourth Ward leader 
of the People’s League ought to be enough. 

If anything else were needed to show that Steve is 
not a politician, one has but to hear how he voted in 
the last presidential election. “I didn’t think much of 
any of them,” he will say, “so I voted for one Bull 
Moose elector, gave Old Man Taft two and Wilson all 
the rest. I knew the judges would throw the ballot out, 
thinking I was some damn fool who didn’t know what 
he was about. But I did. I knew a lot better how to 
vote than the judges did!” 

Now to annihilate the last suspicion. Steve is a 
single-taxer. Not only is he a single-taxer, but he is 
the worst kind of single-taxer; for there are almost 
as many varieties of the breed as there are kinds of 
Socialists. With him single tax is simply a means to 
an end. Its purpose is to destroy private ownership of 
land through a process of taxation. Its ultima Thule 
is the Utopia of the Socialist, but Steve is not a So- 
cialist. 

“The Socialists want control of all the means of 
production,” he explains. “I ask: them if they can 
get a fair divvy of all earnings in” excess of what is 


“gained by individual production, what the sambhill 


they’re-bellyachin’ about.” 

It is only in his little shop that the real Steve is 
revealed. The shop is a small building on north Broad- 
way, surrounded by commission houses, chicken coops, 
dingy back yards, noisy paving stones and the per- 
sistent odor of the vegetable wagon. The front part of 
the building is fitted up with a few shelves holding such 
merchandise as the customers may demand. Well to- 
- wards the back is an iron stove. Between the stove and 
the north wall is a space which is a kind of gateway 
to the sanctum sanctorum. ; 

Back of a line passing through the center of the stove 
is the workshop. In front of a window through which 
daylight vainly tries to penetrate on a dark day, is an 
ordinary workman's bench. Over it is a flaring gas 
burner which supplies such illumination as the strained 
punlight fails to give. Directly in front of the bencb 
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Sketches of Steve Ryan working at his bench while talking philosophy to 


and facing the window stands Steve's famous chair, 
vith its seat only about elght inches from the floor and 
its tall, leather-covered back. From this chair Steve 
Ryan daily delivers homilies, parables and epigrams 
upon war and peace, the functions of the intellect, art, 
domestic and political economy, books and single tax. 

Unto him daily repair those radicals thirsting for 
a clash of _yeasoning and students who love to sit at 
the feet of\the Gamelial of the iron last. Some of them 
are lawyers\some are doctors, some are editors, some 
are pvliticians. None of them for a minute considers 
himself the intellectual superior of the shoemaker. 
His place is the directory headquarters of the Direct 
Legislation League, the Missouri Referendum League 
and the Single-Tax Brotherhood. It is one of the first 
places in St. Louis that the leading single taxer makes 
for when he comes to town. 

Often there are impromptu debates, but the knowing 
debater feels pretty sure of his ground before he tack- 
les Steve Ryan. William Marion Reedy says of him 
that in rough and ready debate there is no man of his 
aequaintance who can give a better account of himself. 
nis philosophy is not concerned only with single tax. 
Some of his theories are bound to be startling as, for 
instance, his views on prohibition. 

“T don’t know about prohibition,” he once remarked. 
“T can’t say much about it. Personally I am a teetotal- 
er and I have been active in the affairs of the Knights 
of Father Mathew. But I am not sure that prohibition 
would be a good thing. 

“Take the Turks—they are prohibitionists by law and 
religion. So are the Fellaheen of Egypt. The ruler 
of Hindustan is the poorest creature in the world and 
he never took a drink in his life. But I don’t see why 
the working abstainer should go out of his way trying 
to make everybody else abstainers.

“IT am a good shoemaker. There may be other shoe- 
makers as good as I in St. Louis, but I have a cinch 
on them because, when they are paying attention to 
booze, I am paying attention to business. If they all 
became abstainers look at the competition I would have. 
Where would I be then? It’s like I told the Knights 
of Father Mathew, one time. I said: 

“*Boys, you are the most peculiar gang in the world. 
Here are you all abstainers. That gives you an ad- 
vantage in your business over the drinkers. Yet here 
you are trying to get them to be abstainers, too, so 
they can compete with you harder than ever.’ 

“Furthermore, I don’t see how prohibition can bene- 
fit the fellows who are now strictly sober. The best 
I can see in it is that it will bring all us sober fellows 
down to the other fellow’s level. 

“Somehow it reminds me of the story of the Irish 
driver who had fallen out with .his employer, a coal 
dealer, and decided to look for another job. ‘Pat,’ said 
the boss, ‘don’t you think you owe me a little gratitude? 
Haven't you learned anything since you have been with 
me?’ ‘Sure,’ answered Pat. ‘I have learned that 1800 
pounds makes a ton.’” 

Although he is not beating tom-toms about it, Ryan 

is convinced that suffrage for women is an experiment 
well worth undertaking. He believes that it will re- 
sult in immediate good. 
- “Indeed,” he says, “it can’t do any harm. It can't 
possibly make things worse than they are today and it 
probably would make them better. I don’t think the 
women of the so-called upper classes would affect it 
much, one way or the other. For one thing, they are 
too intellectually indolent to take much interest in any- 
thing that is not a popular fad. They suffer too easily 
from—what is it they call it—ennui? 

“But it will amount to something in the hands of the 
women of the middle classes. I mean especially the 
working women—not laborers, necessarily, you under- 
stand, but intelligent, level-headed women who are com- 
pelled to face the real problems of living. 

“You can always bank on the mother love. That’s 
the actuating influence in the mind of a normal, healthy, 
intelligent woman. That’s what makes her want to 
know how her boys and girls are going to get along 
in this world and want to make things easy aw possible 
for them. 

“You can bet your life when the right kind of women 
get a chance to be heard, they are going to do things 
for the kids. They are going to see that the place 
where the children have to work is a fit place for them. 
Above all they are going to keep an eye on methods 
of education. 

“The right to an education is the God-given right of 
every boy and girl. The public has not done enough to 
give free schools and free text-books. It must see to 
it that there is free clothes and free food, if necessary, 
so that every boy and girl in the land can get a chance 
to learn. The man who can’t read or write is of no 
good to the community. I have met lots of them in 
my life. Most of them are too dull to-get an idea what 
you are talking about half the time or, if not too dull, 
too untrained in thinking. Once in a while there is an 
exception, but every exception makes you wonder what 
the fellow would have amounted to if he had had an 
education in addition to his natural genius.” 

Ryan believes that our patent laws are fundamentally 


wrong, although he believes that every inventor ought 
to reap a reasonable reward from the fruits of his ine) 


dustry. Once a man has put into machinery an idea 
that is bound to be beneficial to the whole community, 
he does not think that man should be entitled to make 
a monopoly of it. He thinks two ways out of the difi- 
culty might be found. One would be to insure the in- 
ventor a royalty for all use of his discovery. The other 
is for the Government to take control of patents, see 
that all users of them pay a sum and out of the money

She was af.- 
tiicted with that te,regible deformity, 
congenital dislocation o° the hip. 

At the age of six she could not be 
lifted to her feet without screams of 
anguish. She had never been able to 
learn to walk. Her limbs were en- 
cased in plaster of paris molds. Her 
physique was so frail that it was 
feared she would die. A struggle of 
several years began between disease 
and science backed by unlimited 
money, with her health and probably 
her life as the stake. On this Christ- 
mas science celebrates its crushing 
victory. For Miss Armour can walk 
and run and dance like any norma! 
girl, without even a limp; and is giv- 
ing tangoes in which she will trip as 
joyously and gracefully as 
any of her guests. 

Moreover, the girl who, it today — Photograph 
was once thought, would be 
all her life dependent on a taken at amateur

tion, now rides horseback 

like an Amazon: Last summer she rode and drove her 
own mounts at the Lake Forest horse show. She has’ 
taken an active part in amateur theatricals, and is in 
her second year at a boarding school in Westover, Conn. 
Her return home for the present holidays will not be 
signalized by a formal debut, but will, however, mark 
her active entrance into society. 

Science took Lolita Armour under its guardianship 
immediately after her birth in August, 1896. She 
weighed only three pounds and was so fragiie and deli- 
eate that if it had not been for an infant incubator in- 
vented two years before by Dr. Alexander Lion of 
Paris, for the care of prematurely born children, she 
would probably have survived only a few days: Shel- 
tered by her mechanical foster-mother of iron and glass, 
the mite of a baby, with the most skilful nursing ob- 
tainable, passed through the first anxious, critical weeks 
and after a time began to thrive, so that she was at 
last pronounced able to cope with the varying tem- 
peratures and atmospheric conditions of the world out- 
side the incubator. , 

It was in time noticed, however, that she never at- 
tempted to stand upon her feet like other babies, but 
on the contrary, shrieked with pain whenever her weight 
was thrown upon them. The physicians were puzzled, 
but thought there was some infantile weakness which 
she would outgrow. 

But when she was two years old and had still made 
no attempt to walk, it was decided to make an investi- 
gation with the X-ray. Then the cause of the trouble 
was revealed. Both the thigh bones of the little body 
fell short of the sockets in which their ends should fit. 

Dr. John Ridlon, a well-known surgeon, was consulted, 
and spent six months in studying the case. On New 
Year's eve, in 1900, he performed an operation, in 
which he attempted to force the bones into perfect 
articulation. 

After several months the plaster casts in which the 
ehild had lain immovable were taken off, and her par- 
ents suffered a distressing disappointment. The opera- 
tion hed been successful with one leg, but not with the 
other. Lolita, it seemed, would still be lame for life, 


and would have to drag her way through the world oD 
crutches or in a rolling chair. 

Two years passed, in which her father lavished his 
wealth upon every method which appeared to promise 
relief for his beloved daughter. At last there came to 
his ears a rumor of the marvelous results which Dr. 
Adolph Lorenz of the University of Vienna was obtain- 
ing in the way of remedying congenita! deformities 
by means of bloodless, or plastic, surgery. 

Dr. Lorenz, absorbed in his work at home, was at 
first disinclined to make a trip across Europe and the 
Atlantic and one-third of the United States to un- 
dertake the cure of a single patient; but he was finally 
persuaded by a tremendous fee, said to have been be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000, to make the journey to 
Chicago. It was also pointed out to him that his visit 
to the United States would enable him to reveal the 
secrets of his art to American surgeons and would be 
the means of restoring health to numbers of poor chil- 
dren to whom his treatment would otherwise be im- 
practicable. 

Because of Dr. Lorenz's celebrity and the fact that 
his wee patient was supposed to be heiress to a fortune 
of $20,000,000, the case attracted enormous publicity. 
So, for two fateful hours on Oct. 12, 1902, the eyes of 
the whole country were upon a room in the Armour 
mansion on Michigan avenue, where the great surgeon, 
using no instruments but his powerful hands, strug- 
gled, not in vain, to force the knob of the femur into 
the socket of the hip. Coming from the room with the 
sweat of his exertions still upon his brow, Dr. Lorenz 
announced: 

“It is quite finished. I think—I know indeed, that 
the operation is entirely successful.” 

All the world was pleasantly gratified by this prom- 
ise of the greatest of orthopedic authorities that little 
Lolita Armour would some day walk like other chil- 
dren. The case had presented severe difficulties because 
of her age, eight years. Dr. Lorenz had gained his 
best successes with children under five years old. 

In preparation for the case, the great specialist, dur- 
ing his preliminary study of Lolita’s affliction, visited 


other hospitais 1: Chicago and St. Louis and performed 
dozens of operations upon poor children, who thus be- 
came beneficiaries of the Armour millions which had 
made the surgeon’s trip to America possible. These 
operations he performed before clinics of physicians,. 
to whom he freely revealed the secrets of -his methods. 

Dr. Lorenz himself returned to Vienna, but left his 
assistant, Dr. Friedrich Mueller, in charge of Lolita 
Armour. For months afterwards Dr. Mueller and Mrs. 
Armour devoted themselves to carrying out Dr. Lorenz’s 
instructions. It was a dreary and heart-breaking period 
of alternating hope and despair, and at last it was 
considered necessary to take the child to Vienna for 
another treatment at the hands of the great surgeon 
himself. That Lolita’s condition had greatly improved 
was shown by the fact that such a trip could be pos- 
sible for her. 

She was left in Vienna in charge of Dr. Lorenz, while 
her parents returned home. After a considerable period 
they went back to Austria to bring her home, and an: 
nounced, on their arrival in New York in June, 1906, 
that their daughter. although retaining a slight limp, 
had been able to play on shipboard with other children; 
that they were assured by Dr. Lorenz that her com 
plete recovery would be a matter only of time, and that 
as she grew older even the limp would vanish. These 
promises have been fulfilled in.every particular. 

Miss Armour has grown up a gentle ahd kind-hearted 
girl, deeply interested in alleviating the sufferings of 
sick and afflicted children. She has taken part in 
numbers of charities for the benefit of hospitals and 
children’s homes. She is fond of farming and garden 
ing, and superintends the cultivation of the great flower 
conservatories at Melody Farm, from which thousands 
of blooms each year are sent to sick children. 

Once a year there has been a party at Melody Farm > 
which, from childhood, Miss Armour has personally 
managed. This is a reception to the nurses with whom 
she became friendly during her long afiliction. She 
sends a fleet of automobiles to Chicago to bring her 
guests to Lake Forest. 

“] have just spent a day in fairyland with a fairy 
princess,” said one nurse, returning from the most re. 
cent of these parties. Melody Farm, which Armour 
built for his daughter, is in fact like an enchanted pal. 
ace, such were the taste and wealth expended in its 
beautification. It is considered one of the show country 
places of the United States. 

Mrs. Armour was Miss Lolita Sheldon, from whom Lo 
lita inherited dark hair and eyes and rezular features,

IKE a museum of the geology of the medica) 
profession was the exhibit of rare old tomes 
and crude surgical instruments which has 
just been held for two weeks by the Mis- 


souri Historical Society, assisted by the 


St. Louis Medical Society, at the Jefferson 

Memorial Building in Forest Park. Digging 
down into forgotten strata of medical evolution, the 
exhibitors exhumed a throng of fossils of ancient learn- 
ing and superstition—as quaint to the eye of modern 
science, with its germ theory of disease, aseptic sur- 
gery and X-ray, as is a flint arrow head to the crew of 
a 42-centimeter howitzer. 

The exhibits came from the libraries of the medical 
schools of St. Louis and Washington universities; from 
the library of the Surgeon-General of the United States 
Army in Washington, and from the private collections 
of physicians in St. Louis and other cities. 

One of the most picturesque examples was a “Treatise 
en Sinning Doctors, or the Transgressions of Physi- 
cians,” written in Latin, with lapses into German, by 
Ahasuerius Fritsch at Nuremberg, in the year 1684. 
This is a complete code of medical ethics of nearly two 
and a balf centuries ago, and will be read by modern 
physicians with interest not untempered with amuse- 
ment. he famous “Oath of Hippocrates’ was formu. 
lated in ancient Greece, and for centuries served as 
the moral guide of the profession, but the German 
suvant’s set of rules is more specific and, besides, casts 
light on the wrongs of which physicians might be ac- 
eused in the seventeenth century. The code follows: 

1. The physician sins who ventures to practice . 
the profession of medicine without having sufficientiy 
learned it. 

2. The physician sins who attempte to treat a pa- 
tient without imploring divine assistance 

3. The physician fails in his duty who, while 
treating a patient, does not warn him to have re- 
course to God for the care of his soul. 

4. The physician does wrong who advises some- 
thing for his patient which cannot be done without 
hazard to his immortal soul. 

5. The doctor sins who trusts more in his own art 
than in the blessing of God upon his work. 

6. The doctor sins who, while drunk, prescribes 


for his patients. 

7. The doctor errs who persuades his patient that 
he can bring about a cure within a certain number 
ef days or hvuurs. 

8. The physician sins who uses magical or super- 
stitious means in treating his patient, 

-% The doctor does wrong when he refuses his ad- 


vice and help to destitute patients.

“The wearing of the precious stone medo,” advises 
Bartisch, “is splendid for the complexion,;-fends against 
blindness and refreshes weak and lusterless eyes.” What 
the stone medo may be is not told by any present-day 
dictionary. 

“It is frequently recommended in this book,” says 
the author in another place, “that for certain diseases 
and ailments of the eyes divers materials, such as pre- 
cious stones, roots, herbs and flowers, should be carried 
about with one, so that they may be commodiously 
looked at or smelled. For the sight of the eyes they are 
very useful and serviceable.” 

He supplies several pages of drawings, showing just 
how the charms should be made and worn. 

An example of the appalling concoctions with which 
physicians of older days dosed their helpless patients 
is given in an English volume of 1576, with the formi- 
dable title: “The Newe Jewell of Health, wherein are 
contained the most excellent Secretes of Phisicke and 
Philosophie, divided into fower books, in which are the 
best approved remedies for the diseases as well inwarde 
as outwarde, of all the parts of man’s bodie.” 

“Take a goodly young hen that hath never laid egg,” 
says this author, “and beat flesh and bones together in 
a mortar. Add an equal quantity of the crumbs of 
white bread, a handful of green scabious and as many 
leaves 6f gold as weigh a French or Engl'=h crown. 
Beat well together. Add tincture of garden nightshade 
equal to the weight of the whole substance, and let 
stand for a whole night. 

“Add three pints of the best and mightiest wine, and 
distill. To every pint of the distillation add one ounce 
of water of honey. The use of it serveth to be drunk 
poth in the meals and between meals, which helpeth the 
dry cough of persons diseased and sick with ague, and 
women travailling in childbed; in many other like mat- 
ters duth this distillation work, greatly to be wondered 
at.” This book was loaned by the Mercantile Library 
of St. Louis. 

One of the gems of the exhibition was the Complete 
Works of Andreas Vesalius, the great Belgian anatomist 
end the glory of the University of Louvain, recently 
destroyed by the Germans. It was published in 1543 at 
Louvain and marked the beginning of a new era in 
surgery. The four hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Vesalius will be celebrated this month by the medical 
profession all over the world. 

Dr. George Dock, dean of the medical faculty of 
Washington University, supplied a facsimile of the 
ciploma conferring. a doctor’s degree upon William Har- 
vey, who discovered the circulation of the blood. Dr. 
James Moores Ball of St. Louis, among scores of 
other old volumes, loaned the “Surgical Works” of Am- 
broise Pare, the Frenchman who haunted the wars of 
his time (1509-1590) and became the father of military 
surgery. 

A copy of “the first work on pathology,” published at 
Venice in 1761 by Johannes Baptista Morgagni and en- 
titled “Concerning the Seats and Causes of Disease” 
was loaned by Dr. Robert E. Schlueter of St. Louis. 
Among the hundreds of other “quaint and curious vol- 
umes of forgotten lore” which were on display were a 
“Regimen Sanitatis,” published in Venice in 1495, three 
years after the discovery of America and loaned by Dr. 
E. C. Streeter of Boston; the “Labyrinth of Medical 
Errors,” published in 1553 by the renowned Theophras 
tus Paracelsus; the complete “Thesaurus Botanico-Medi- 
co-Anatomicus” of Marcellus Maepighius, published in 
1687: and Thomas Guidott’s “On ye Bathe,” a treatise 
concerning the medicinal qualities of the waters at that 
resort, which was issued in 1676. 
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The code is supplemented with a prayer, five pages 
long, which the ethical) doctor was supposed to pro- 
nounce upon undertaking the cure of a patient. 

The Surgeon-General’s office sent a huge and lively 
old folio, embellished with a profusion of remarkably 
vood wood cuts, and entitled “Ophthalmologleia, or the 
Treatment of the Eyes,” published by George. Bartisch 
of Koenigsbruck in 1583. This enterprising old oculist, 
to judge from passages in his work, also did a thriv- 
ing business in charms and talismans. 

The dried tongue of a fox, he maintains, worn Pater- 
nosterwise about the neck against the naked skin, is 
excellent for a pallid and lusterless skin. This im- = al 
partial remedy is also, he declares, quite as beneficial 
for a dark and cloudy complexion. Only care must be 

know taken that a woman patient uses the tongue of a female — from the pocket kit of a Chinese 
fox, and a man that of a male fox. surgeon.

BOVE is the face of a girl of 18, fine in every 
respect, suggestive of exalted ideals, full of 
affection and love of the highest type. a face 
indicative of purity of thought. Mental and 

physical strength are found in the width at the angle of 
the jaw. The brow indicates a placid mind, inclined to 
indolence, yet possessing plenty of power to accomplish. 
There is the round, open eye of constancy, hope, faith, 
with rather too much of credulity. The nose shows 
Jatent powers of discrimination and analysis, with 
artistic tendencies, patience and endurance. 


The upper lip hanging slightly forward has the 
shadow of a smile unborn. It is a mouth that tells of 
a mind as yet untouched by sorrow, a mouth with real 
affection in its lips, fondness for the virtuous caress;

No lines indicative 
of ambition exterd from the nose downward. The chis 
is drawn up, but by use of the physical instead of 
the mental side. Fullness in front of the e 
the jaws is the result of gratificatio 
appetite.

FOR MAKING A TOY BUNNY 


VERY child loves a bunny. With the help of this pattern 
k. one can be made for a few cents, and with very little 
expenditure of time. Three-eighths of a yard of canton 
flannel, two shoe buttons, eme skein of embroidery silk, and a 
little cotton batting are the only materials required. 

Cut the pattern out on the linea. Fold the flannel in center 
and lay pattern on the double material, taking care to place 
the under portion with the straight edge on the fold. Mark 
around the pattern with a lead pencil and cut one quarter of 
an inch beyond the lines for seams. Sew the body portions 
together from single notch, over head and back to tail edge. 
Baste under portion te body, double notches meeting, pointed 
end at single notch, and stiteh from double notches to pointed 
end, leaving back open for stuffing. Turn and stuff tightly 
with cotton or excelsior. Overhand edges of opening. Make 
embroidery stitches for nose and month. Sew shoe buttons 
tightly at single perforations for eyes. Join notched edges of 
ears. Turn and bring seam of each at center of outside. Lap 
single crosses to meet at single perforations. 

Cut slits between double perforations in head 
and insert end of exra Buttonhole into place. 
Seam notched edge« of tail, turm and stuff. 


Finish opening and buttonhole to lower edge 
of body. Fimish neck with a ribbon and bell.

HAT American army officer who declared 
there is nothing new in warfare ex- 
cept the inventions was only partly right. 
He should have added that many of these 
are simply modern adaptations of fighting 
dévices that have been in use since the 
pyramids were built. 

Remember the ballista that used to be pictured in 
the old Latin school books? It was a huge apparatus 
with a long beam. and weights and was used to hurl 2 
ponderous stone at fortifications in siege warfare. Right 
now in Europe they are using an adaptation of the 
ballista, except that instead of throwing a stone it 
throws a great bomb, the explosion of which will do 
more damage than all the ballistas a Roman genera! 


ever had in his army. 
When the Austrians finally carried Belgrade, it is 


es yA 


reported that their big guns were assisted by these : 


machines. Earlier*in the struggle a French colonel 
declared that catapaults such as the Romans used were 
needed. He pointed out that in the mining operations 
along the French battle line catapaults could be used 
to hurl shells from one trench to another. In addition 
to their great execution they would be noiseless and 
smokeless. 

Hand grenades have been used extensively in this 
struggle, although the hand grenade dates back to the 
sixteenth century. These weapons have been proved of 
immense value especially in hand-to-hand street fighting 
when men are massed closely. 

Another French officer has advocated moving shields 
and even hand nets for soldiers, the latter to be used 
in entangling enemies in bayonet charges. After all, 
bayonet fighting is much the same thing as the short- 
sword fighting in the time of the Caesars. There is 
a great deal of it in the present struggle. 

Who knows but that we may yet see modern soldiers 
armed with tridents, or hear of some such ruse as that 
the Greeks employed when they hid in the belly of a 
wooden horse and thus were transported inside Troy, 
which had repulsed their sternest assaults for so many 
years? Electra and her skin bag have already been 
duplicated in Flanders. We have read how the Ger- 
mans rafted themselves across the submerged Belgian 
fields to get at the allies. 

The harpoon of the ancient Greeks bore a strone 
family resemblance to a modern weapon used to grapple 
and break barb-wire entanglements. The stratagem 
employed by the Scots at the battle of Bannockburn 
has been tried frequently in the present war. The Scots 
dug numerous pits, placed pointed stakes in each and 
covered them over with fallen leaves and straw. When 
the English cavalry charged over the trap, it was broken 
and easily cut to pieces. 

Immediately after the occupation of Brussels, the 
Germans commandeered all the barrels in the city and 
sunk them fn the ‘streets. It was almost impossible 
for cavalry to charge across these pitfalls. There 
were no stakes in these barrels, but that was the onlv 
thing wanting to make this stratagem practically iden- 
tical with that of the Scots.

weeks ago told how a certain American steel magnate 
pursuaded the British Government to buy $60,000,009 
worth of big marine guns. When he was told that 
would be more additional weapons than British had 
Ships for, he is said to have pointed out that they could 
be mounted upon rafts and used in coast defense and 
attack operations. To attack a hostile shore from rafts 
is about as old as warfare itself. 

As for the French officer’s suggestion of moving 
shields, an American has already invented one and has 


Triangular shape 
steel shield on 
wheels, to shelter 
a number of sol- 
diers, invented by 
Memphis citizen.

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written about it to the heads of the belligerent govern- 
ments. He is J. J. Russell of Memphis, Tenn., and he 
offers to demonstrate the efficiency of his device. 

The “bullet deflector,” as he calls it, is made of two 
sheets of steel, 6 feet wide, 8 to 10 feet high and 1-4 
inch thick. The sheets are jointed at an acute ancle, 
so as to make a triangular shield, the base of which is 
open. The device, which weighs 1200 pounds, is mounted 
on wheels and can be trundled along by the 10 men it 
can shelter. At a suitable height are holes through 
which rifles can be aimed. It has compartments for 
water and food and a top to protect its occupants from 
sun and rain and shrapnel. 

Russell believes it can be used to great advantace 
in infantry advances when the supporting artillery has 
cleared the way, as the attackers would be safe from 
rifle fire until they got close enough to charge with the 
hayonet if they desired. He says that a bullet striking 
one of the faces of the barbette would glance off harm- 


‘lessly and that it would be impervious to machine gun 


fire, 

For defense he thinks a cavalry charge or a bayonet 
charge would beat itself to pieces against a wall of 
steel. Folding shelves could be put into it, and they 
would make bunks for the crew. On the march it could 
be drawn by cavalry horses. Its cost would be relatively 
small. 

“I would consider one soldier equipped with the de- 
flector,” Russell says, “of more service to his coun- 
try and his cause than 50 not so protected, for the 
simple reason that he can operate all the time during 
a long campaign in a hundred battles, while the 50 are 
dead in the trenches. I am aware that many objections 
will be made to its use in battle, all of which I can 
easily answer. Its advantages over the stationary de- 
fenses, such as sandbag and barricades would be many. 

“In the first place, the men would not have to lie 
down on the ground or remain in a cramped, stooped po- 
sition for many hours. They can shoot without expos- 
ing their heads to the enemy. A bullet striking the 
barrier will not throw dust into their eyes to blind 
them. They will not be exhausted by the laborious proc- 
ess of ‘digging’ in.” 

Russell’s idea is not altogether new. When the po- 
lice and militia of Paris, a year or so ago, surrounded 
the stronghold of the famous auto bandits, they used 


fashioned that it will cut 2 somewhat similar shield. The bandits had barricaded 


themsives in a building. It was not deemed advisable 
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to wreck the building with bombs and the authorities? 
did not wish to expose men needlessly to the pistol and 
rifle fire of the robi-ers, who had determined to sell their 
lives dear. Behind movable steel shields, however, the 
officers were able to force their way into the house 
with a minimum of damage to themselves, 

Another suggestion which the Germans are reported 
to have been experimenting is theoretically at least both 
novel and terrible. It is simply a plan to drive the 
allies from their trenches with a tidal wave of fire. 

When the allied line made its great stand in Flanders, 
the Belgians cut the dikes everywhere inundating the 
country, forming a natural barrier against which the 
most determined German charges broke time after time, 
In a short time after it was flooded, the porous grounds 
became a quagmire of enormous extent, in ‘which horses 
and men floundered helplessly. The Kaiser’s soldiers 
sacrificed themselves by the thousands in an effort to 


’ force control of the canals from the allies so as to stop 


the floods. . * 

Both armies had dug enormous trenches and most of 
the trenches became partly filled wits water, so that 
soldiers often stood for hours at a time waist deep in 
slime and brackish water. It was impossible to cap 
ture any considerable section of trenches by storm. 

In a short time the allies learned that the Germans 
had been storing enormous quantities of crude oil at 
Antwerp and forwarding it to the front. From this it 
was concluded that they intended to cover the water 
with oil. The oi] naturally would flow into the trenches 
and float on top of the water, where it would burn. The 
German plan, it was understood; was to send fireboats 
into inundated territory, the boats having cargoes of 
burning oil, which would ignite the floating oil and 
spread a wave of fire. This, it was believed. would 
drive the soldiers from their trenches and inio easy 
range of artillery fire. 

Bombs of all kinds have been suggested, from those 
containing poisonous gases to those filled with new and 
powerful explosives. One that met with immediate 
favor from military authorities wus ‘ntended merely as 
a target for artillery fire. It contained a chemical com- 
position which when ignited, would send up a great red 
glare, like the flares in American railroad service, only 
much more powerful. One of these falling into or just 
beyond a trench would illuminate the ground for many 
acres around and would burn for many minutes before 
it became exhausted. Such a flare not only would 
serve for offensive purposes but, if exploded where a 
great night movement of'troops was being undertaken 
might reveal the entire maneuver. The missile itself 
would be pretty much like an ordinary flambeau, the 
fire basket being at the ton of a lon~ steel-pointed shaft 
which, upon falling, would dig in‘ ‘he earth and sup 
port the basket in an upright position. The mere jar of 
striking the earth would break a glass tube within the 
torch, permitting chemicals to start combustion.

i Shull Not Wee Tae 
Heavy Clothing in Winter 


ERE is some authoritative advice 

on clothing for cold weather. It 

| is from the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association: 

“The strong are likely to boast that they 
do not need overcoats or other means 
of protecting themselves from the cold. 
Many such individuals fall by the way- 
side, needlessly. The underclothing 
should be that found best for the indi- 
vidual; whether linen mesh, silk (if one 
can afford it) or thin woolen, is a mat- 
ter for individualization, modified by the 
region in which one lives, and the work 
which one does. Whether an indtvidual 
wears overcoats or sweaters is a per- 
sonal decision, but the wearing of sweat- 
ers all day, at work or in buildings, is a 
serious mistake, which is made frequent- 
ly by young men. 

“The feet should be warm, the kind of 
shoe depending on the weather. High 
shoes should be worn in cold weather 
and rubbers when it is wet, unless the 
shoes are water-proof. If a child wears 
rubber boots for storm and play in wet 
and snowy weather, he should not be al- 
lowed to sit with them on in school. 


Wearing a sweater at work or in « dbuild- 
ing is a serious mistake. 


Rubber heels are always good; rubber 
soles are a serious mistake, especially in 
summer, and for one to be insulated with 
these heavy rubber-bottom shoes for 
hours, or all day, is an abomination. 
Such rubber insulation causes the feet to 
perspire, and causes a lack of tone of 
the feet. 

“The costume and clothing of men ina 
winter does not require a great deal of 
discussion. The clothing of women and 
girls, projected from the summer into 
the winter, is a proposition that it is 
practically hopeless and needless te dis-

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Singeing the Hair Is 
Absolutely Useless 


IDICULING the practice of singe 
ing the hair, the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
says editorially: 

“This is recommended to overcome 
splitting at the ends and to prevent fall- 
ing of the hair, the reason for the latter 
being that it ‘closes the pores and keeps 
the fluid in the hair.’ With the long 
hair of a woman, which has a tendency 
to split at the ends, it is possible that 
singeing the tips may be of some use: 
it substitutes a charred blunt end of 
fused horn for one tapering to a point 
or cut clean across. But even in cases of 
this sort it is less useful than greasing 
lightly the hair and thus supplying the 
fat which is lacking in such hair. 

“For the hair of men, which is kept 
short, singeing is not of any use in pre 
venting splitting; hair which is not al- 
lowed to grow to its natural length does 
not split unless it has a deep-seated dis- 
turbance for which there is no such 
simple remedy. 

“Of course singeing the hair ends in 
order to prevent the fluid in the hair 
from escaping, like sap from a tree; is 
based on an entire misconception of the 
hair’s structure and nutrition. The hair 
does not contain any more sap than a 
buggy whip; it is not nourished by any 
fluid in it, but by the blood plasma that 
reaches only the hair root. The hair 
above the skin surface is a spine of horn, 
which is even oHed from without, and 
singeing its tips has no effect whatever 
on either its nourishment or its growth. 

“It is certain that singeing the hair 
is of no great value in preventing its 
fall; in fact, the only value the procedure 
has {s to the zealous hairdresser, who 
gets his little fee for doing it—unless it 
is worth a quarter to the seeker after 
hair to think he is doifig something, eyen

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How Two Different Plants Are 


ly that one is like a glove and the other like the hand witb- 


WW two plants of different species grow together so close 


in it, or when they grow like Siamese twins, one species 
forming one side of the plant and the other species the 
other, such plants are called chtmeras. They are, as the editor of the 
Journal of Heredity says in an article from which. these notes are 
taken, “the most spectacular horticultural discoveries of recent years.” 


Such plants havé been known for more 
than 30@ years, but were always looked 
upon as freaks. Very lately, however, 
microscopic study of their cells has made 
botanists understand just what they are 
and they can be produced at will by any- 
one who knows the: trick. 

Any plant produced by grafting one 
species on another is a graft hybrid. The 
navel orange of California comes from 
an orange graft on some such stock a: 
the pomelo or the Japanese citrus. Un 
der these conditions each of the paren. 
species maintains its separate life, and 
the roots remain just what they were. 

In these there is no blending of the 
cells. In other classes of hybrids the 
cell systems are in contact throughout 
the plant, while in yet others they ac 
tually seem to blend. ame 
_ From the spot at which a graft is 
sprouts sometimes arise spontaneously 
which show blends of the characteristics 
of the two parents. Dr. Hans Winkler, 
director of the State Institution of Bot- 
any at Hamburg, Germany, p.*:duced 
such sprouts experimentally by grafting 
the tomato and the nightshade on each 
other. He used the common cleft or 
saddle graft, and after it had “taken” 


he cut through the stem of the plant at. 


the point of graft im such a way that 
the surface exposed centained sections 
of both parents (A, B and C). The

B. Murphy’s cliimics at Mercy Hospital, 

Chicago. It is a stenographic report of 
some of Dr. Murphy’s remarks: 

“Let the record show that Sister Lud- 
wina reports the sponges counted and 
correct; that on the first count one 
sponge was missing, but that it was 
found rolled up in another sponge. Let 
the record further show that the operator 
made a careful inspection of the field to 
determine that no sponges or instruments 
were left. 

“We have lost only one sponge since 
we started te keep systematic account 
of them, and that one was never account- 
ed for. We do know that it was not left 
in the patient. We lost one other sponge 
in an operation. We reopened the body 
at once and demonstrated that it was 
not there. Then we found it later in the 
hallway just outside the amphitheater. 
It must have stuck to somebody’s shoe 
and thus have been carried out.”

in Freezing 
HE discovery that many disease 
germs survived freezing led to 
natural ice from rivers becoming 
suspect and to artificial ice 
largely taking fits place. But it has now 
been discovered that, im the process of - 
freezing, the impurities dre expelled by 
the ice into the surrounding water. And 
natural ice has this advantage over 
artifieial, that it is exposed to the sun 
and air, and sunlight and fresh air are 
fatal to most disease germs. ‘ 
Therefore, in the words of the Journal 
ef the American Medical Association, 
“artificial ice made from pure water 
in clean, sanitary factories may be re- 
garded as safe; so also may natural ice 
eut from reasonably pure deep ponds or 
lakes and stored under sanitary condi- 
tions. Artificial ice made from polluted 
water In dirty, insanitary factories is 
unsafe; natural ice cut from shallow, 
polluted ponds or from grossly polluted 
ffvers is also unsafe. And dirty appear- 
ing, cloudy ice may be infected as well 
as polluted; no such ice should be used. 
in contact with food or drinks. 

“Ice which is otherwise safe may be-

We may practically eliminate dan- 
ger by avoiding the handling of ice with 
dirty hands, by washing the ice with 
pure water,’and by using only clear ice.”
